All "Bunk"Says Harris 


When Trapped by Wife

Uuffnlo.—P.oy Harris admitted his 


confession of the Elwnll murder was 
untrue, saying he wanted to die be- 
cause of misfortunes and had con- 
cocted this story. 
Harris repudiated Ills story with 


the nonchalance that han. character- 
ized his attitude since he "confessed" 
last Wednesday night tiiat he had 
participated in the slaying of Joseph 
JSowne Elwell. noted turfman 
and 


whist expert, in New York, in June 
last. He admitted he Jinew nothing 
about the crime.

Harris said he conceived the Idea 


of accusing himself ot being one of 
Blwcll's slayers in the hope that the 
state would put' him. to death and 
thus rid his wife and their families 
of further trouble from him. 
Harris' recantation of his murder 


talo was not volunteered until De~ 
tective Sergeant Oswald of New York 
hud trapped him into admitting that 
his wife was in New York on the 
night of the Elwell murder and that 
her story that she w.as with him all 
of the night of June 10 and 
the 


morning of June 11, when Elwell was 
found dying, was true. 


Trapped on Uetull. 


At the afternoon's grilling Harris 


sparred with both District Attorney 
jroorc. and Detective Oswald, then 
Oswald trapped him on a rolnbr de- 
tail, 


Suddenly Harris said: 
"O, the whole story was bunk, and 


my wife knows it was. There never 
was a Mrs. Fairchlld. There never 
was a 'JJig Bill' Duncan, there never 
was a chauffeur named Jerry." 


And so the famous Elwell murder 


returns to the list of unsolved mys- 
teries. 


Mrs. Karris scoffed at 
her hus- 


band's "confession." . 
"He's Innocent. 
He whispered to 


me In tho district attorney's office, 
'Don't believe that Klwell story; I'm 
Innocent'." Mrs: Harris said.

TEONAGE AND MURDER IX GEORGIA. 
What happened in Georgia whan in order to do 


away with evidence, a planter caused the murder 
of 11 negroes, has been going on,'barring the mur- 
der itself, lor many years, in fact ever since the 
Civil War in practically all the.Southern Stales. 
It will be hard to find a county in any of them, 
pspecially in the sections where the negro popula- 
tion predominates, where it has not been the cus- 
tom to arrest negroes as vagrants when, help is 
wanted badly, the planter paying the fine to the 
willing magistrate, and'becoming responsible to 
the county officials for the prisoner. The negro is 
.Ufen, taken to a plantation, and as a quasi-deputy 
sheriff, the planter gets the labor, not only for the 
time required to work out the flne but for an in- 
definite period, -the time being decided by the 
planter himself, who holds the life, labor and 
destiny of the negro in his hands. In fact the 
negro ,is sold into bondage. Here and there arc 


, cases,where the same thing has happened to 


white "crackers," as the poor "white trash" of the 
south is known. The same method is applied to 
convicts wiio' are guilty of petty crimes besides 
vagrancy: 
These come in the due course and 


process of the law. 
But in time when there is 


need of help and-none can bs had in the ordinary 
channel, the rounding up of a half-dozen negr/es 
with a vagrancy charge is a favorite and accepted 
method ot getting farm labor. 
Once in a while 


there is an honest planter who will pay the fines 
and costs, and discharge the prisoner when, under 
the prevailing scale of wages, the sum of the fine 
has been earned. However, that is not the general 
rule. The procedure common and against which 
the Federal government is fighting1, is the reten- 
tion ol the prisoner long after the fine has been 
worked out. 
Service generally terminates with 


the escape, ot the convict.

Irom convict gangs doing road -work..and are taken 
Irom one county into another.

11 negroes followed an investigation oC the peon- 
age charge by Federal officials,

they undoubtedly would have done, sot them out 
of the way by cold, brutal murders. 


Not only Georgia, but the whole nation is con- 


cerned in the purging of the state and the re-pub- 
lic from the possibility of slave crimes like this.

is in credit deals between the wholesaler and the 
retailer.
